He appears to live a quiet 
and sedate life in the Los Angeles suburban community of 
Sierra Madre, He has not been closely identified with the 
hoodlum element of Los Angeles. He comes from the Chicago 
area and frequently returns to that area. 

The Indianapolis Office has verified that in Gary, 
Indiana, PINELLI has mysterious but probably significant 
connections and operations, including the operation of a small, 
seemingly unprofitable Italian restaurant, which appears to be 
a gathering place for hoodlums in the Calumet-Chicago areas. 



Through police surveillance, it has been learned that 
PINELLI is in periodic contact with well-known Eastern hoodlums. 
He has acquired rather extensive real estate holdings and is 
reported to own a parcel of land in an excellent residential 
district in the San Marino - Pasadena area, which is being sub¬ 
divided for residences. He reportedly has acquired other 
valuable commercial properties in the Los Angeles area. In 
addition to the ornate and expensive Movie Town Motel (described 
elsewhere). He is also reportedly negotiating for additional 
property, possibly to be used for the erection of a large motel 
near Disneyland.

A review of the Los Angeles files reflects that on 
August 14, 1952, complaint was made by S.Special Agent'of the 
Intelligence Division, Treasury Department, at Los Angeles to 
the effect that PINELLI had threatened this agent with the 
remark, "If you don’t stop bothering my family and me, 1*11 
see that you won’t be around to enjoy your family much longer." 
In this connection, PINELLI was interviewed by the Los Angeles 
Office, and he denied making any threats, stating he merely 
requested the Treasury Agent to leave his family out of the 
Investigation due to the serious illness of his wife. He 
stated that this Investigation by the Treasury Department 
centered around his bookmaking activities in Chicago which had 
terminated shortly after the Wagering Act had gone .into effect. 
In connection with this matter, the United States Attorney at 
Los Angeles declined prosecution, and no further action was 
taken. 
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Records of the Treasury Department at the time of this 
incident reflected that that office had been investigating 
PINELLI since 1949 for tax evasion. Their information was to 
the effect that PINELLI was acquainted with JACK DRAGNA (deceased), 
prominent in Los Angeles as the leader of Sicilian mobster 
activities. Information at this time reflected that PINELLI 
was well -known in Chicago as a bookmaker.
